Jual at the moment his majesty ap- 
peared a number of soldiera of the 
guard ^ were rushing up stairs after a 
brutal lookio^iiabujik whose armfsand 
hands were bound by straps of leather, 
tho prisoner struggling furiously to ea 
cape. Tha guarda tried to hurry him 
away, but the .Osar ordered them to

They ex]3]ained that he was a leader 
among the local Nihilists, and promin- 
ent in kindling tlie forest fires which 
have lately occurred around Livadia. 

"Let him be unbound while in our 
palace," was the unexpected order 
given by the Czar. The moment tho 
mail's hands were freed he crouched, 
liis tigurea clawing tho air aa though 
he would throw himself bodily on the 
Ozar. Some of the oSicera of his maj 
eaty's staff' threw themselves between 
the Nihilist and the Czar, but the lat- 
ter motioned them aside and, without 
a weapon in his band or on bis person, 
he calmly 

AWAITED THE ATTACK. 

It came in an in.stant. The Nihilist 
made a desperate sjiriii^tr, i)uc wiiile 
still in the air his majesty caught hiui 
by the right arm above the elbow, and 
with a combined grip and twist well 
known to wrestlers, threw him to the 
ground with apparently as much ease 
as he would have thrown a boy. The 
Nihilist scrambled to his fet-t and 
again made a similar 8[)ring. This timi' 
the cRar caught iiim by the left arm 
with the aaine grip and again easily 
tbrew him to cbu.ffoor. The ..Nihilist 
by this time bad got enough, and lay 
panting but motionless. The czar took 
a seat close by and said to 

THE ViNfJOISHED ASSASSIN, 

"Now tell oje what you dogs complain 
of." Tho prostrate Nihilist at once be- 
gan a long aud bitter arraingnient of 
what he and his comrades considered 
crimes for which the czar' shoald . die 
He told bin) bn had violated the mem- 
ory of his own father by declaring the 
emancipation of aerf.s a teirriolo' mis- 
take; he had done his best to restore 
the corainon people of Russia to a state 
of slaveryj he had made thousands of 
unjustiliable arrests accompanied liy 
ciroum^tances of awful brutality; that 
he had kept innocent prisoners (con> 
hned in loathsome dungeons without 
charges or trials until death or insan- 
ity has come to their relief and he had 
many times promised Russia a conati- 
tution but never fultilled his p'edge. 

TUE LAST ACCUSATION 

made by the Niiiili.it is stid lo echo a 
complaint very pievalent among the 
troopH in the Crimea. He ^aicl ibe 
czar bad taken all the best men away 
from fttraia aud kept them Until .ctfed 
time pasL so they would have nof'ing 
to live on if ijiey went home. They 
had, -ho BHid, been, promised that they 
would be led against Const an linuple., 
where plunder enough could be bad to 
make ihein rich for lifo, but instead of 
this they bad been kept usually drilling 
until therp seemed no prospect of war 
in any quarter. 

The Czar listened to all the icouna- 
tioBS calmly, and with the exception 
of a tirmly-set expression about his 
mouth and a fierce gleam in his eye 
there was nothing to iiidiciite that he 
was in the least degree allected by the 
harangue. When the Nihili-st ceased 
the Ozar arose and said to the olScer 
nearest him, "Now we will resume our 
hunt," and the imperial party left the 
palace. The Nihilist was again secured 
and taken to the cells in the basement 
of the palace. It is understood that he 
was afterwards flogged to death.

THB UFIUM TRADE. 

In the British house of commone lately, 
Sir Joaeph Pease iatroduceil an uld mo- 
tion to tbo effect that it was expedient 
that the Indiau government should take 
Btep» to terminate gradually its direct coii- 
neution with the oultivaiiun of the puppy 
and the manufaciure uf and trade in 
opium, Such a pruhibicion would prao- 
tioaUy entail aa annual loss of at least 
£5,000,000 upon the iQdiaa. exobeauec. 
The question is one that has of ten been 
discusiod from a moral atandpo'int, but 
Bomehqw or another the oomraoroial as- 
pect of the case crops up and prove* an 
obstacle which the eloquence oi- oratory 
and the agitations of religious philan- 
thropists have failed to overcome. In 
this regard it oocapieB asoroewhat aimilur 
position to 'malt and spirituous liquora 
whoae sale and manufacture are the source 
of such v.uat revenue to governmonta. 
Another thing, — although upon moral 
grounds such an excuse would not be 
tenable — the ceaaation of poppy culture 
in India .would come too late, if its object 
van to prevent the Ohioeae from using 
the harcotio. Fur years Chinese states- 
men ropreacnted to Great Britain thattlie 
trade in opium forood upon China was 
diataateful to ita govornraent, who were 
oppoaed to the introduction of the drug 
to that country, but without avail. Know 
ing that John Bull's senaibilities were 
rather acute in the region of his pocket, 
the Ohinose government, as a reprisal, 
foatered the native culture of the poppy, 
witn the reauli that now, if im- 
portation of opium to that country woro 
disooutinued the home supply would bo 
incroasod to meet the demand. The in- 
jurious physical effects of opium have 
also perhaps been too highly colored, and 
while none could be found with sufficient 
hardihood to advocate ita use as a stimu- 
lant, the immedia'.B and awful effects of 
the employment if opium are difficult of 
proof, It.s cons. ant use does, without 
doubt, sap the energy, the health and the 
brain of ita viotmia. It is by no means 
oertsin that the effects aonaequent upon 
the consumption of a pipeful or so of 
opium are injurious or rosulf. in more 
than temporary exceaaivo exaltation of 
the nervous system, but it is terribly cer- 
tain that the drug poasesaea an influence 
go subtle as to draw on those who have 
once '.ried it to reaort to it again and 
again until the habit gets uncontrolhiblo, 
and the one who first began as an "ex- 
perimentalist," perhaps, ends in becom- 
ing an "opium fiend" and a victim to its 
debasing influence. The same may be 
said of all narcotics the .use of many of 
which, however, is not so generally 
known. The opium habit is we beliavs 
inourablo or nearly ao; and the drug, 
though not 80 boisterous in its work ia aa 
agent whoso power for evil over the hu- 
man race ia aa groat in f.ha proportion of 
its use as alcohol. But the question of 
rp'-mue steps to the front — men, it is ar- 
gued, are free agents and needn't take it if 
they do not wish co— and the cultivation 
of tile poppy Btill goes on. 

TSE BLEOTION OF A NON-RATE- 
PAYEE. 

Our contemporary of the Times jubi- 
lates over the opinion of the police magis- 
trate that the meeting at which Neil Hen- 
ley was appointed gaoler was regular and 
legal. Ill the interest of a large major- 
ity of ratepayers who utterly condemn 
that appointment, we cannot help ei- 
pressing deep regret that the protest haa 
apparently failed in its object — for the 
present. But there is an old adage which 
says that those who laugh last laugh boat. 
It may chance that the Times, in throw- 
ing ita cap in the air becauao of the elec- 
tion of an entire stranger over old and 
tried cif.izens and ratepayers who were 
candidates for the positiun of gaoler, ia 
rejoiciiiij over a barren victory. ' Time 
will determine. 



Corporal Puuislinieiit. 

To THE Editor : — In your ibsue of the 

22d inat. appeared a portion of an esaay 
read at a recent meeting of the Teachers' 
association by a lady teacher. With your 
permisalon, I offer a few comments on the 
review, and at the same time wish to ei- 
preaa the hope that the following will be 
taken in the same good spirit in which it 
is intended. 

In the first place, then, the answor 
"Yea," given ao emphatically to the ques- 
tion "Should corporal panishmont bo ad- 
ministered in Bohool?" is at least a per- 
gonal opinion and one not based on any 
argumunts given by the fair writer, t. e, if 
wo are to muke any distinction between 
"punishment" and "corporal puniah- 
ment." And just here I would call at- 
tention to the jumbling together through- 
out i'he esaay of these two distinct ideaa. 

"As long as man remains morally the 
imperfect being he is, just so long must 
he be hedged in by laws," may be a. fine 
Boundiiifj aontenoB, but it will occur to 
anybody having the slightest acquaint- 
ance with the rudiments of mental sci- 
ence, that muu is in reality the more 
"hedged in" by laws the more be tends 
towards a perfect statej hence the idea 
conveyed in the sentence quoted is worse 
than nonsense, for it shows a sad lack of 
a knowledge that above all others under- 
lies the soienco ot teaching. If such mis- 
takes aa these are made in a public cs- 
(ay, can there be any wonder that cor- 
poral punishment is still necesgt>ry in our 
■choolal 

To those who take an interest in con- 
ijndrunia I must leave the answer to the 
question "If punishments of all kindu 
were to-morrow to bo abolished through- 
oat'.thelengthandbreadth of theland what 
■would be the consequence "The bare 
idea" of such a question being aske'd "is 
Btartling" indeed I 

"Writing impositions, learning addi- 
tional tasks by rote, etc ," but above all 
"detention during recoas or after school 
hours," are not the substitutes for cor- 
pora! punishment recommended by any 
but the most ignorant. BesideB, this ar- 
gument carries the idea conveyed by the 
old adage "Give a dog a bud name and 
hang him," and might not the same re- 
mark be made in answor to the paragraph 
referring to the different results of home 
training? All boys know ,iust how this 
works — the quiet obedient hoy (usually a 
hypocrite) gets all "the soft snaps" (if 
you, will Bxcuae the expression) and hia 
largo hearted but more restless neighbors 
get the other end of the cud._ No, un- 
less teachers are of the very highest order 
of intellect, and can thoroughly sympath- 
ize with those in their charge (like par- 
ents) their estimate of obaraoterand oapa- 



bilities is not very likely to be correct. 
Far be it from me to underrate the task 
of the toucher, Jnn the contrary, I am of 
opinion that the task is for mure difiioult 
than the teachora themselves asauini-- it to 
be. Let any of your readers recall their 
experiences during school days and how 
few but will remember the teacher's offices 
perfoTmed»ia~^ a- heartless, per.fuaotory 
manlier. The outcry against the "birch" 
ia not without reason and I apprehend 
boys as a rule are batter judges of the 
pica and cons than their fair companions. 

Bnt let us return to the composition 
under review. To call the application of 
scientific principles to teaching "new- 
fanhioned rules-of-lovo principles" does 
not bespeak a very wide acquaintance with 
modern thought, and the remark would 
have been much better left out. And wo 
now come to the pith of the essay, viz.: 
"Some toachors upon ussumiiig chiirgo of 
a disorderly class may, by aheor force of 
will-power, evoke order from disorder. 
Professor bain says; "The uniformity 
of sequence admitted to prevail in the 
physical world, is held to exist in the 
mental world." "Like ciiroa like," and 
if one teacher can and does acci'mpliah 
the task of bringing "order uut of dis- 
order," what ia to prevent euery other 
teacher from being equally successful ? 

By way of adding to the list of "au- 
thorities" I would suggest that some of 
those "misguided philanthropists" (nota- 
bly Herbert Spencer), might be road to 
advantusre. 

The latter part of the article shows a 
heartfelt earnest in the aimuat thank- 
less taa^ of teaching the young, and all 
who take an interest in education must 
sympathize with the lady in her long and 
dreary taak; still thoto is no rciiaon why, 
in discussing the qiuMtion of c rpural 
punisbmont in schools, such iUuyic; »1 ar- 
guments against its abolition should be 
made to do duty in a printed essay.

To TUK Eonoit: — Of lato 1 havo been 
struck with the violent tone of the edi- 
torials in the Victoria Times anent Mr. 
Gladstone's home rule bill. The articles 
in the Times are generally intemperate 
and abuaivo, but in local politics thin is 
explicable, and to some extent excusable. 
It is, of course, very exasperating for 
politicians to see their adversaries in place 
and power— able to dispense patronage, 
to gire out con tracts, etc., — while they 
themselves aie out in the cold. One 
must take this into consideration. But 
even with respect to this homo rule moa- 
aure, the writers in the Times are ho fur- 
ious that one would think thoy had somo 
personal interest in the inattor. 

In a recent article un the subject, in 
which the editor announces with great 
triumph the coming suppression of the 
Ulstenitun by military force, ho attributes 
the "arrogant" opposition of these people 
to their being supported by the "in- 
furiated landlord class" and their syco- 
phants. According to him, then, the op- 
position to Mr. Q-ladstone'a measures pro- 
coods exclusively from the landlords and 
their dependants. It is on this point that 
I wish to make some remarks. First, 
with respect to the landlord class to whona 
the Times exhibits such intense hostility, 
I would suggest that, if it ia wrong to 
own land in Ireland or England, it must 
be wrong in America. How ia it, then, 
that the editor of the Times ia himself a 
speculator in real estate '/ la it not a fact 
that the proprietors of the Times have 
bought land at Coal Harbor, which 
they are selling, or endeavoring to 
sell, at advanced prices 7 Rent is 
merely the interest of the money value of 
the laud; if it is wrong to demand rent, it 
must be wrong to own land at all, and to 
demand a price for It in sale. If it is right 
to refuse to pay rent iu Ireland it must be 
right to do BO bore. I suppose, therefore, 
that the Times would advise all the teuantH 
in Victoria and throughout the province to 
pay 00 more rent. The editor dooa not aay 
BO in BO many words, but the inference is 
immediately deduoible from bis writintis. 
In Ireland there is an appeal to the courts 
if the rent is excessive, but there is no such 
appeal in America. The poor Irish people 
go to Now York, and, when they arrive 
there, they are charged an exorbitant rent 
for one or two rooms in a tenement house; 
and this rent is to .be paid in advance. 
Every month the agent oomcs around 
and exacts the mouey iu advuuce. 
if the tenants cannot pay they are imme- 
diately ejected. They are not allowed 
credit for half n year or a year, as in Eng- 
land and Ireland, I cannot imagine any- 
thing more flagrantly unjust than that 
the Irish proprietors should be loaded 
with execration for simply demanding 
their legal duos, and for aoing that in a 
very dilatory and indulgent manner com- 
pared with the peremptory stylo umikI in 
America. I believe that Mr. Paroell him- 
self is a landed proprietor, and has evict- 
ed some of his tenants for uon-paymont 
of rent. Why ia it that this fact is never 
mentioned iu any of thc3o radical papora) 

The Times then goes on to eay that the 
opposition to the measure ia carried on 
merely by the landlord class and their 
sBtellites. It must be supposed that the 
people in this province are very ignorant, 
that they never read an English papor or 
periodical; because the most cursory ac- 
quaintance with thoHe publioiUiona iimat 
convince any one that the beat of Mr. 
Qladat'jiio's opponents include nearly ull 
the great names of the United Kingdom 
in learning, science, politics and litera- 
ture. All the members returned by the 
aniveraities are, with ono exception, op- 
posed to Mr. Gladstone. The three uni- 
versities of Oxford, Cambridge and Dub- 
lin returned six conservatives without o))- 
position. I see that prominent among 
the opponents of the home rule bill nro 
the historians, Lecky and French, the f«- 
mous scientists, Tyndall and Huxley, and 
Herbert Spencer, The opposition of this 
philoaopher is especially noticeable, be- 
cause it will bo seen from his social italiis 
that ho is in principle antagonistic to 
landlordiam. With respect to the active 
politicians who oppose tho measure they 
oorapoae tho most eminent men of the 
liberal party. Surely the Times does not 
consider Chamberlain and Josee Collings 
sycophants of the landed gentry. Why, 
they are both conspiouous on tho other 
side; they are prominent advocates of a 
scheme to establish peasant proprietors. 
So far from tho opposition being con- 
trolled by the landlord class, one of the 
great objectiona to the measure is tho 
enormous aum demanded to indemnify 
the landlords. But the main cause of tho 
violant resistmpe-vto :uMr|- Gladstone's 
measure is' well Understood. It is on 
account of the known disloyalty of the 
nationalists. Not long ago, the national- 
ist mayor of Dublin refused to allow any 
British .soldiers to bo present in his pro- 
cession; such was his insane antipathy to 
the connection with England, that he 
could not bear the presence of any cir- 
cump.tance that should remind him of that 
hateful fact. For years past, all real or

To iHK Editor: — To the colonial mind, 
looking at this institution through "the 
loop holes of retreat," it would seem to 
have aasaued proportiptiB unStted for the 
diepatoh of business, and that in the 
number of members of which it is com- 
posed there is realized the truth of that 
homely expression "that too many conks 
j spoil the broth," and, moreover, that 
there is too much broth to attend to. One 
can but read of the difficulty of honorable 
members finding room on the occasion of 
the introduction of Gladstone's homo 
rule bill, and of how, so to speak, it waa 
almost iieoessi*ry for somo of them to get 
their breakfast overnight in order to se- 
cure a seat; but they must be impressed 
with the feeling that the house consists of 
far too many members, as well as having 
far too much business for usefulness.

ENGLAND, 

London, May 27, — The race for tho 
Epaum Grand Prize, for throe-year-olds, 
over the City and Suburban course, about 
1| miles, at Epsom to-day, was won by 
Lord Arlington's bay colt Candlemas; 
Ijord Bradford's chestnut colt Sir Hamo 
was second, and T, II. Graham's brown 
colt St. Mirin, third. There woro eight 
other atartera. There were four lengths 
between the second and third. 

London, May 27. — Two hundred and 
fifty members of parliament attended the 
meeting of liberals to-day. Mr. Glad- 
atoiio, who waa very vigorous and ani- 
mated in his address, said nobody would 
be committed to the support of the homo 
rule bill by listening without protest or 
objection tn what he had to say in favor 
of the measure, because he desired the 
fullest freedom to prevail in the liberal 
party in respect to it. Lord Salisbury's 
recmt apeeoh, in which he said the buai- 
nesB of ISngland and Ireland was to gov- 
ern, had decided the condition of the 
controversy, beoauae he was the offioial 
spokesman of the opposition. The Irish 
policy of the government's opponents be- 
ing, therefore, coercion, tho importance 
of settling the Irish question waa 
intensified. It bad been proposed to 
settle tho matter by the adoption of an 
abstract resolution aflirming the principle 
of home rule fur Ireland, bat 
Mr. Gladstone thought the course 
proposed by the government would 
answer better. An enaeavor haa lieuii 
made to emasculate tho principle of auto- 
nomy for Ireland tu convert the bill into 
a delusion and a anare. Mr, Gladstone 
warmly eulogized Lord Hartington who, 
he said, poaaeased integrity and manli- 
nesa. 'Ihe premier, however, at no point 
during his speech made any allusion to 
Mr, Chamberlain. Concerning the mat- 
ter of coDC&asions Mr. Gladstone said that 
the government was willing to submit to 
parliament a bill entitling Irish represent- 
ativea to bo invited to attend the imperial 
parliament, whenever proposals of tax- 
ation'afi'doting Ireland were up for con- 
sideration, Sloreovor, if tho house of 
commons wished it, the government was 
ready to undertake the responsibility entitl- 
ing the Irish to be heard in the imperial par- 
liament on imperial or reserved questions. 
Changes in the home rule bill to acoom- 
plish these resnlta would, however, outail 
the destruction of tho measure. The meet- 
ing adjourned with three cheer.s for Mr. 
Qladstoue. Mr. Chamberlain and his fol- 
lowers will hold r. meeting to-morrow to de- 
cide upon their attitude with reference to 
the proposed modification of the home rule 
bill. Amendmeuta were adopted providing 
that tlie arms act aball expire in December 
1887, and annullingthe power of the mngis- 
tratoH to grant certificates. An amendment 
to leduco the penalties for the uulawfal 
carrying of arms was rejected. The bill 
then passed tho committee stage. 

Tho Queen will return to Windsor in 
the third week in Juno. Gladstone's re- 
spectful suggestion to her to remain at 
Windsor until after the division on the 
home rule bill, had no ell'oot, and her re- 
fusal to remain has caused a bad impres- 
siuii throughout the country.

Gladstone modifies the Hoiue 
llnlft Bill, 

And Begains Some Disaffected

ENGLAND, 

LoNsoN, May 27. — The general libera 
meeting, called by Mr. Oladatone, assem- 
bled at the foreign ofBce this afternoon. 
The meeting was well attended by the 
premior'a supporters, but- none of the 
known Hartington or Chauberlaln follow- 
ers were present, Mr. Gladstone was 
cheered when he entered. He at once ap- 
proached the buaiuef 3 on hand and an- 
nounced that tho government decided to 
modify clauHO number 24 of the home rule 
bill, excluding Irish representatives from 
We-stminster. Ho did uol stats what th5 
nature of the proposed modiBcation was to 
bo, but he did stiuo that the government de- 
cided to modify the clause provided the bill 
passed its second reading and was referred 
to a select committee for action during the 
autumn session of parliament. Mr. Glad- 
stone declared he would, at the autumn 
session of parliament, introduce an amend- 
ed Iriah home rule bill. A number of lib- 
eral dissenters, wao did not care to risk 
compromising tbemBelves by attending 
the meeting, have hailed with undisguised 
satisfaction the attitude of apparent oon- 
oiliatioa adopted by the premier. Those 
now openly proclaim iheir liiieutiuu to 
return to their party allegiance, and vote 
with the govorninent fur the second read- 
ing. Among tho Brat to announce their 
return havo been John Fletoher Moulton, 
radical mtmber for Clapham, and S imuel 
Whitbred, liberal member for Bedford. 
Both worn adherents iif Hartington before 
to-day's meeting. Both have since an- 
nounced themaolves as supporters of Mr. 
Gladatone. Whitbread's aocesstun is per- 
haps the most iiiflueniial that the premier 
could hiivu desired. Ue is the gentleman 
referred to as a wise counsellor by Mr. 
Gladstone in hia groat speech, introducing 
the homo rule bill on April 8th, and by 
reason of his high character and sound 
judgment haa long been been a conspicu- 
ous loader in the liberal party. Besides 
tho above named a number uf other dis- 
aentora hni'o openly prtmouncad ihem- 
sulvea aa aiitiatied with Gladstone's pre- 
sent altitude and tho concosaioua ho has 
promised to make, and have declp^red 
their intention to vote for the second 
reading. The general opinion this after- 
noon is that the hnme rule bill will now 
certainly psss ita second reading. 

London, May 27. — 'I'he Queen, with 
her household, haa gone to Balmoral. 
She left Windsor last evening by special 
train. Her M.ijeaty traveled throughout 
tho night, reaching Perth, on tho Cale- 
donian railway, at an early hour this 
morning, where she had breakfast. She 
afterwards proceeded on her journey to 
Balmoral. 

Mr, Gladstone's circular, calling a 
meeting of the liberals for Thursday 
evening, invites to the mooting all ment- 
bars of the party who, while maintaining 
full freedom in all matters reapeoting the 
Iriah government bill, are desirous to 
vote to pstabliah a legislative body in 
Dublin, to manage the aff.iira sppcitioally 
and exclusively of an Iriah parliament. 

It is authoritatively stated that Cham- 
berlain will not attond the liberal meet- 
ing to-night, on tho ground that Glad- 
stone's circular is so framed aa to ex- 
cludu a certain section of tho party. 

Rov. C H. Spurgoon publishes an at- 
tack on Mr. Gladstone's home rule bill. 
The noted preacher atks what has Ulster 
done to be cast off; and adda that the 
whole scheme is full of dangers and ab- 
surdities, aa if cimceived by a madman. 
Vet I am sure Mr. GladoLono believes ho 
is only doing juatico and acting for tho 
good of all. i consider he is making one 
uf those mistakes only made by great 
and well meaning men.

WorkinKmen's lUectingr. 

A preliminai^-meetiiig^df ' workiognicn 
was held at the H'heittre Oomique last 
evening. The aaaeiiiblage which was a 
large one was proaided over by Mr. J. M. 
Duval, who in a fetr words explained tho 
object of the meeting to he one for tho 
submission of a' workingmen's platform 
foe the selectiun of oaiididstes to rupra - 
■iant their; ihtsVeatsltn thi^^^^ 
the said candidates to be cho8(3n at a meet- 
ing to be held some day next week. Ho 
then called upon Mr, West to address 
thum, which that gentleman accordingly 
did strongly condemning the policy of the 
present government and expreasing hia 
anti-Chinese proclivities. He muvod the 
following resDlution:;': 

That the leuislacureof the country haa 
been directed mainly by the wealthier 
part of thu community and that tliu time 
has come when the toiling luaaaoa should 
have raproaenlativea on the floor of tho 
house of aasombly; that tho present gov- 
ernment were paving the way for future 
feudalism hy alienating large arena of 
public lands to individuals and corpora- 
tions. Also demanding that all lands held 
for speculative purpuaes be taxed at their 
full value; that tho local house has arbi- 
trarily exerted its power by protecting 
tho legal, dental and medical 
professions and demanding the repeal of 
said legislation. That the pnblio xuoiiey.-i 
have been used to favor some disti-iots at 
tbe expense oi othora. That the prcaout 
governmeut'have utterly failed to redeem 
their anti-Chinese pledges; that it ia tho 
duty of the government to adopt a more 
liberal policy in regard to dovelopiuy tho 
mineral reaource.s of tho country, and also 
to effectually protect the liven of ininorn 
while at their work. That more bo done by 
tho govermnont in opening up roads 
to now aactlemonta aiul locntiiig iniiui- 
graut farmers, and aid thorn in going to 
and from the markets. That it ia the 
dutj' of tho government to tnko all possi- 
ble steps to reduce the hours of Inbor to 
givo the workiiif,' clasaea bettor oppcu'- 
tunitiea for inoutnl ciiUure. That tliu 
morala of tho oummunity require a ru- 
viaion of tho license law That a law pro- 
viding a more simple means of convey- 
ance in real eatato tranaaotions ia needful; 
aUo for tho more speedy and leas coatiy 
moans of recovery of amall debts, and, 
finally, that provision bo msdo by pleilyo 
if not by law fur tho enforced resignation 
of any member whose line of conduct 
may render him distasteful to the ma- 
jority of his constituents. 

Mr. Hauyhtun followed In the aam» 
strain in a rainer lengthy speech. After 
ho had concluded, Ouun. Robertson was 
called upon by the chairman, and in re ■ 
sponao aniiuiulverted atroiigly on whut he 
termed tho "give-away" policy of tho 
present government, referring partioulnr- 
ly and at considerable length to the la- 
land railway, Kootonay and Peace river 
grunts. 

The chairman, havina apoken to aev -" 
eral clauses of tho resolution, to which 
he said previous speakera had omitted to 
refer, then ulTdirsd it for the adoption of 
the meeting, which motion was responded 
to by a, unnnimtma "aye." None others 
of those present seeming to be desirous of 
making any further remark.*, thu chair- 
man announced that a similar meotii g 
would bo held one day next week for tho 
purpose of nominating candidates, after 
which ho declared the meeting to ho ad- 
journed. 

A PalHtiul Diiiiu'^ Car. 

On the 19th inat. the first of a aorio.i of 
twelve new dining oars fur tho through 
route to British Columbia arrived at the 
Dalhousie Square depot uf the Canadian 
Paoifio railway, Montreal. It Is named 
the Buckinchnm, and was built at James 
Orana m & O j 'a works, at Cubourg, Ont. 
Tho wh lie structure la of eolid m.ihog- 
any, the interior ia tastefully panelled 
and adorned with aoroll work in gold loaf, 
and there are bevelled plate glaaa mirrors 
at thu aide of each of the ten tables. Ten 
elegant broniso and brass lamps supply 
plenty of light. The seats are upholstered 
in green emboaaod leather, and tho tl Mir is 
covered with criiuaon-fl jwered Wilton 
carpet. Tho table linen was imported 
specially for the oars by Henry Morgan & 
Co., Montreal; the silverware was niftiiu- 
faotured by tho Menden Silver Pliito 
company, of Hamilton, Ont., and the cut- 
lery was imported direct from Rngora, of 
Shetliold, Eng., by Ilutton, of Montreal. 
Tfio kitchen is fitted up vvith one of 
Wilkes' ranges from Chicago, and is pro- 
vided with boilers, steam fittings, and all 
the appliances of a first-class hotel. The 
menu card shows a fine view of Red Rook, 
on the Nepigon river. The dining cars 
will be attached to the trains at Suabury 
Junotiun, and remain on the trains until 
they reach the Rooky Mountains. They 
will then afterwards bo used for tho re- 
turn journey.

Roaonfield 
in tow, for Port "ownbond, Tlie col- 
lector of customs reports that the Roaon- 
fiuld was atraiidcd v.'hilo heiiif; towed at 
a point on Jumbo iahind, near the inter 
national boundary line; that the ma;itors 
employed tho tug Taonma to convey tli« 
cargo of wreckage to Port Town.iend; that 
two trips wore made without reporting at 
Victoria or Nanaimo, in violaticjii of the 
Canadian coasting regiilationa Tho mas- 
tor of tho tug claimed that the delay no 
coasitatod by reparrinj; would have caused 
serious loss. No proceedinga have been 
taken against him.

Tincturo of iodine is said to immedi- 
ately relievo tho pain of a bee sting 
and prevent bwelliiig,

There ia probably no crop more 
prolific nnd profitabli^ Limn alfalfa. 
Layl year, S. T. Jlowder seeded a 
sin!iH lot, with it, and he has alrtjady 
cut two lieavy cropa this seatton, and 
will out a third, aud uU this without 
irrigation.

Imperfect cul- 
ture, on thu otliur hand, will scarcely 
enable him to gain a living from the 
richest soil, and tho Boil will deterior- 
ate rapidly in quality from such treat- 
menc besides. 

It will do a hen no harm to Lave 
her v/inga clipped if .she is a tramp, 
and it will prtivcnt lior ftoni going over 
the fence. The proper mode is to cut 
onlv one wing, the two longest or 
llighi feathers, may be left, cutting all 
tho shorter ones. When her. wings 
are folded, the shortened featliers will 
not be seen.

BAURIE, May 19 —The residence of 
Principal Spotton, of the Collegiate 
Institute, was destroyed by fire yesler 
day movnins;. The loss in almost 
covered by insurance. 

Ottam-a, May 21. — In the house to- 
day the ministry introduced a bill 
making provision for the grants of 
land to members of irregular forces ot 
the militia of Ciinada. Sir Hector 
Langevin said the main object was to e?:- 
tend the land graate to a forcw of vol- 
unteers engaged at Duck Lake. They 
had beeu on active service, and it was 
felt by the government that a claim 
had been created which should be re- 
cognized. The report pf the depart- 
ment of militia and defense upon sup- 
pression of the rebellion in the North- 
West Territory and matters connected 
therewith has been published. In the 
campaign proper there were killed and 
wounded in actual battle 129 volun- 
teers; 36 were killed an3 103 wound- 
ed. The foregoing are exclufiive of 
those who died on the line of march or 
through indirect causes, al.so the 
twelve Tv'ounded at Duck Lake. The 
report says: Of the rebels, 1 1 were 
killed and 18 wounded at Fi&h creek: 
at BalGcde, 61 killed and 73 wounded, 
and at Out Knife hill 8 Indiana are 
known to have been killed. The total 
expenditure up to April 30, 1886, in- 
cluding war claims <waa $4,151,584, 
and will amount in-all to §5,000.000. 

Forbidden the Court. 

The numerous drawing-rooiu.s this 
year revive the comment about certain 
noble ladies who are unable to procure 
presentations to the Queen. Notable 
among these is &e Oountess of Shrews- 
bury, who bas never attended one of 
Her Majesfcy'a receptions The Earl of 
Shrewsbury a few years ago, when un- 
der age, ran away with a certain young 
and pretty Mrs. Mundy. Her husband 
followed the runaway pair to the Oon- 
tinen^ and gave the young lordling a 
terrible tbrashing. He then returned 
to England and began divorce proceed- 
ings. In due time a decree followed, 
and the Earl, \vho is not such a bad 
fellow, made amends as far as he could 
by marrying Mrs. Mundy and making 
her a countess. This was in 1882. It 
was just in time, for shortly after the 
wedding a young heir waa born. Since 
then the Countess has never been able 
to prevail on Lord Chamberlain to al- 
low her to be presented to the Queen. 
If he had thrown over Mrs. Mundy 
and married eleewhore his wife would 
have been welcome. Lord Shrewsbury 
is only 26 years of age. He employs 
his wealth just now in improving the 
cab service of London.
